Cooper suggested that by elim inat­ 
ing teach ers’ in stitu tes as a useless 
expense, and reducing the number of 
norm al schools, and the ill-considerid 
courses given in them , an immense 
saving could be accomplished.

suggestion is being considered ca re ­ 
fully, and has the backing of a n u m ­ 
ber of political leaders in the State.
